Super Duty or Super Dirty? 

Another lawsuit over diesel emissions was 
filed Wednesday in federal court in Detroit. 
This case, filed by a group of Ford F-250 and 
F-350 Super Duty owners, alleges Ford cheated 
on emission tests of the diesel engines because 
they pollute much more than the tests certify. 


The suit, which seeks class-action status, 
adds Ford to the growing list of companies fac- 
ing claims of cheating on diesel emissions test- 
ing. Fiat Chrysler Automobiles, General Motors 
and Mercedes have all been accused of diesel 
emissions cheating, although the rash of alle- 
gations began with the case against Volks- 
wagen. 

That case, which was uncovered by re- 
searchers at West Virginia University in 2014, 
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Automakers 
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X Volkswagen 
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led to the convictions of two former VW em- 
ployees and charges against several other VW 
officials, billions of dollars in criminal and 
civil settlements by the German automaker 
and an admission by the company that the 
number of affected VW vehicles approached 
1 million worldwide.

Like the holiday pounds, credit card debt 
doesn’t just melt away — especially after the 
latest binge. 

The cold reality is credit card debt hit a rec- 
ord $1.02 trillion in November, according to 
figures released by the Federal Reserve. And 
Americans racked up on average $1,054 in 
debt to treat others — and, frankly, them- 
selves — during the holiday season, accord- 
ing to MagnifyMoney. 


About half of consumers surveyed admit it 
will take more than three months to pay off 
holiday spending, according to MagnifyMo- 
ney. Some may need five months or longer.

4 stores in metro Detroit 
part of immigration sweep

As part of a nationwide immigration 
sweep, four 7-Eleven stores in metro Detroit 
were targeted Wednesday by federal immi- 
gration agents with Immigration and Cus- 
toms Enforcement (ICE) investigating undoc- 
umented immigrant workers. 

One 7-Eleven employee in metro Detroit 
was arrested for immigration violations. 

Agents with ICE’s Homeland Security In- 
vestigations (HSI) served notices of inspec- 
tions (NOIs) to four 7-Eleven stores locally, 
part of 98 stores targeted nationally, said 
Khaalid Walls, spokesman for the Detroit of- 
fice of ICE. The notices are also known as I-9 
audit notices and are similar to serving a sub- 
poena. 

The federal agents interviewed store em- 
ployees and managers at the 7-Eleven stores, 
said ICE in a statement provided by Walls. 
ICE did not disclose which 7-Eleven stores in 
metro Detroit were targeted. 

A top official at U.S. Immigration and Cus- 
toms Enforcement said the audits were “the 
first of many” and “a harbinger of what’s to 
come” for employers. 

“This is what we're gearing up for this year 
and what you're going to see more and more 
of is these large-scale compliance inspec- 
tions, just for starters,’ said Derek Benner, 
acting head of ICE’s Homeland Security In- 
vestigations, which oversees cases against 
employers. 

“It’s not going to be limited to large compa- 
nies or any particular industry — big, medium 
and small,” he said.
